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Skilled workforce overwhelms 
KAYSER during job fair 


Over 550 people attended the 
KAYSER Automotive Systems 
job fair that was held on Tues¬ 
day, Jan. 28. The event, which 
was sponsored by KAYSER, 
the Fulton County/Hickman 
County Economic Development 
Partnership, the West Kentucky 
Workforce Investment Board, 
and the Kentucky Career Cen¬ 
ter drew individuals from all 
across West Kentucky and West 
Tennessee. The most interesting 
statistic of the day was that of 
the 588 applications received, 
391 met the advertised require¬ 
ment of three years of assembly 
manufacturing experience. 

“The people who came out 
today, weren’t just here to fill 
out an application,” said Eddie 
Crittendon, Executive Director 
of the Fulton County/Hickman 
County Economic Develop¬ 
ment Partnership. “These were 
skilled individuals ready to go 
to work and commit to a com¬ 
pany that is willing to invest in 


their workforce.” 

Fulton County has struggled 
to overcome the loss of its auto¬ 
motive and other manufacturing 
companies that created its rich 
industrial labor market. High 
unemployment rates coupled 
with declining population rates 
often meant it was difficult for 
the community leaders to dem¬ 
onstrate that the county had a 
skilled and available workforce. 
But in the last year, the county 
has had success recruiting com¬ 
panies willing to invest in Ful¬ 
ton County’s future. A risk that 
paid off for KAYSER Automo¬ 
tive Systems each time an appli¬ 
cation was placed in the quali¬ 
fied stack at last week’s job fair. 

“Nothing demonstrates the 
quality of our workforce than 
that stack of applications - the 
hundreds of applications from 
people who meet the job posi¬ 
tion requirements,” said Crit¬ 
tendon. “Of all the applications 
received by KAYSER, only 108 


people had no manufacturing 
experience, but included of¬ 
fice workers, nurses, and other 
skilled individuals. KAYSER 
also received 89 applications 
from highly, experienced manu¬ 
facturing workers who can ful¬ 
fill specialty-skilled positions. 
These types of positions are 
often hard to fill. No longer can 
people doubt the quality of the 
workforce in Fulton County. Be¬ 
cause they’re here and they’re 
ready to go to work.” 

“Our job fair was a great suc¬ 
cess. We’re overwhelmed with 
the number of qualified appli¬ 
cations, it’s a good problem to 
have,” said Paul Ankenbrand, 
Chief Operating Officer for 
KAYSER. “I really appreciate 
the hard work that the Fulton 
County-Hickman County EDP, 
West KY Workforce Investment 
Board and Kentucky Career 
Center did to help us recruit our

Freezing temps affect propane customers 


Attorney General Jack Con¬ 
way filed a complaint last week 
in Franklin Circuit Court against 
a Kentucky propane gas pro¬ 
vider for alleged violations of 
the Kentucky Consumer Protec¬ 
tion Act. It also sought, and was 
granted, a restraining order to 
allow customers of United Pro¬ 
pane Gas, Inc. (UPG) and its 23 
subsidiaries to secure propane 
from another supplier without a 
written release from UPG until 


February 3, 2014. A written re¬ 
lease by a tank owner/supplier is 
normally required by Kentucky 
law before another supplier is al¬ 
lowed to fill the tank. The court’s 
restraining order suspends that 
requirement in this instance. 

The action comes after the 
Office of the Attorney General 
(OAG) received complaints 
from farmers and residential 
customers of UPG in Western 
Kentucky who were exhausting 


their propane supplies. When 
consumers called the company, 
they had trouble reaching a rep¬ 
resentative or could not secure a 
waiver from the company. The 
OAG worked with the com¬ 
pany to obtain a blanket waiver 
for customers. The waiver ex¬ 
pired at 12:01 a.m. January 28. 
The OAG demanded UPG to 
extend the waiver through the

Local jobless rate falls 3% 


Unemployment still much 

higher than state average 

Fulton County’s jobless rate 
has fallen to 11.8 percent from 
14.8 percent in December 2012, 
according to data released last 
week by the Kentucky Office 
of Employment and Training, 
an agency of the Kentucky 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

The mark still leaves Fulton 
County with a figure much 
higher than the 7.4 percent 
statewide average, and even 
higher than the reported U.S. 
unemployment rate of only 6.5 
percent. This was the trend for 
most Kentucky counties over 
the past year, as unemployment 
in 98 counties has gone down, 
while that of 14 counties went 
up, and eight counties remained 


the same. 

In the Purchase Area, 
unemployment dropped to 7.7 


percent from 8.1 percent last 
year. Unemployment in all

individuals must be at least 
24 years of age at the time of 
election, a citizen of Kentucky, 
a resident of the state for at least 
two years preceding election, 
and a resident for at least one 
year in the county of election. 

Constables 

Constables were first made 
constitutional officers under 
Article VI, Section 5, of the 1850 
Constitution. The main function 
of the constable was to render 
service to the old justice courts 
before the 1975 Judicial Article 
established District Courts. 
Today, constables are defined as 


peace officers and possess the 
same law enforcement powers 
as sheriffs, coroners, and jailers 
and are eligible for the same 
police training provided to other 
peace officers. 

Constables are peace 
officers with broad powers of 
arrest and authority to serve 
court processes. They may 
execute warrants, summonses, 
subpoenas, attachments, notices, 
rules, and orders of the court in 
all criminal, penal, and civil 
cases.

Sherff audit reveals unallowable expense 


Fulton County Sheriff Bobby 
Hopper agreed he would “give 
a check to the county treasurer 
today”, following information 
included in the Auditor’s Report 
released by Kentucky’s Auditor 
of Accounts, Adam H. Edelen. 

The audit of the 2012 financial 
statement of the Fulton County 
Sheriff’s Department and Sheriff 
Robert Hopper contained a 
comment onmaterial weaknesses 
involving the internal control 
over financial operations and 
reporting, which referenced the 


expending of $212 for flowers 
for a funeral, not an allowable 
expense of the Sheriff’s office, 
the report stated. 

The release goes on to state 
that based on Kentucky’s highest 
court’s ruling, the county fee 
officials expenditures of public 
funds will be allowable only if 
they are necessary adequately 
documented, reasonable in 
amount and beneficial to 
the public and not primarily 
personal in nature. 

Since the expenses did 


not meet qualifications of an 
allowable expense, they were 
deemed disallowed, and directed 
to be paid from the Sheriff’s 
personal funds and the Sheriff 
should refrain from using 
public funds for unallowable 
expenses. 

The Sheriff’s responsibilities 
include the collection of 
property taxes, providing law 
enforcement and performing 
services for the county fiscal

Propane 


week because of the company’s 
lack of supply and cold temper¬ 
atures. The company refused, 
which led to today’s action. 

“The majority of propane 
companies, while facing short¬ 
ages, are doing the right thing,” 
General Conway said. “They 
are working with customers to 
make partial deliveries or pro¬ 
vide waivers. This has not been 
the case for UPG. It baffles me 
why a company would not put 
the needs of its customers first 
especially with the recent weath¬ 
er conditions we’ve been expe¬ 
riencing in Kentucky. I appreci¬ 
ate the judge ruling on behalf 
of consumers who need access 
to propane to heat their homes 
and operate their businesses.” 

Joe Bondurant, a Fulton 
County resident, who heat his 
home with propane, had his 
tank refilled on January 20. 
“They did fill my tank but I was 
only able to receive 200 gallons 


because of the recent shortage 
some propane suppliers were 
experiencing,” stated Bondu¬ 
rant. “They were limiting the 
amount to make sure all residen¬ 
tial customers received some.” 

Barbara Atwill, a resident 
of the Cayce Community, had 
her tank refilled on January 15 
and she, too, received 200 gal¬ 
lons paying $2,399 per gal¬ 
lon. Back on November 26 she 
paid $1,499. Last year, during 
a mild winter, Atwill heated 
her home with kerosene at a 
cost of approximately $40 to 
$60 per week, with a maxi¬ 
mum of $240 spent in a month. 
This year, with several nights 
below freezing, heating with 
propane she is spending less 
than $200 a month, on average. 

Because he only received 
200 gallons, Bondurant decid¬ 
ed to cut down on his propane 
usage. “I was using between 
1% and 1.5% a day of my pro¬ 


pane,” he said. “I purchased 
two space heaters and plugged 
them in on different circuits to 
help cut down by usage of pro¬ 
pane. Using the two electric 
heaters made a noticeable dif¬ 
ference in my propane usage. 

Under normal circumstances 
Bondurant receives approxi¬ 
mately 320 gallons of propane 
every time he calls to have it 
refilled. “They don’t like to go 
over 80% because of pressure in 
the tank,” explained Bondurant. 
“There is also a red line indicat¬ 
ing when you are getting down 
to 20% so you know when 
it is time to have it refilled.”

Vying 


As with sheriffs, any process 
handed to a constable must be 
carried out unless the constable 
is unable to find the person 
named. 

Constables in their home 
counties may execute any and all 
processes except those in which 
they are personally interested. 
They may also seize personal 
property for the collection of 
fees due them or they may place 
fee bills due them in the hands 
of other officers for collection 
(KRS 64.400). 

Property Valuation 

Administrator 

The office of Property 
Valuation Administrator (PVA) 
is a successor in Kentucky 
to the office of county tax 
commissioner and the office 
of county assessor. The PVA 
assumes office on the first 
Monday in December, after 
winning election in November, 
and continues in office for a 
period of four years. 

Before a candidate’s name 
may be placed on the ballot, the 
candidate must be examined by 
the Department of Revenue and 
awarded a certificate verifying 
qualification to fill the office 
of PVA. This requirement 
applies to primaries and general 
elections but does not apply 
to candidates attempting to 
succeed themselves in office. 

Subject to the direction, 
instruction, and supervision of 
the Department of Revenue, a 
PVA administrator must make 
the assessment of all property 
in the county, prepare property 
assessment records, and 
perform other duties relating to 
assessment as may be prescribed

by law or by the Department 
of Revenue. The PVA assesses 
property for the state, the county, 
and other districts. 

The PVA must make every 
possible effort to assess 
property at fair cash value. They 
also assess motor vehicles, 
recreational vehicles, and 
mobile homes for taxation by 
the state, county, city, and other 
taxing authorities. 

Coroner 

In Kentucky, the office of 
coroner was elective under the 
first Constitution in 1792. The 
individual elected coroner must 
take an oath and execute bond 
insuring the proper discharge of 
duties. A coroner must possess a 
current certificate of continuing 
education in order to perform a 
postmortem examination. 

Coroners and their deputies 
have the full power and authority 
of peace officers, including the 
power of arrest, to bear arms, 
and to administer oaths. In 
performing investigations, the 
coroner of a deputy may enter 
public or private property; seize 
evidence; interrogate persons; 
and require the production of

medical records, documents, or 
evidence. 

A principal duty of the 
coroner is to determine the 
cause of death. In the case of 
deaths occurring from natural 
circumstances, the extent of 
inquiry into the death is left to 
the discretion of the coroner, 
and the coroner may authorize 
the physician of record to sign 
the death certificate. 

Postmortem examinations 
must be ordered by a coroner 
in any coroner’s case and in 
several other instances. In the 
event of deaths not meeting 
the criteria of a coroner’s case, 
consent to an autopsy must be 
obtained from the decedent, the 
decedent’s spouse, next of kin, 
or the person taking possession 
of the body. 

Inquests, or investigations into 
the cause and circumstances of 
a death, may be ordered in any 
coroner’s case at the discretion 
of the coroner.

court and courts of justice. 
The office is funded through 
statutory commissions and fees 
collected in conjunction with 
those duties. 

In an executive summary, part 
of the audit examination, for 
the year ended Dec. 31, 2012, 
the financial condition listed 
excess fees increased by $7,630 
from the prior year, resulting 
in excess fees of $15,549 as of 
Dec. 31.

other counties in the Purchase 
District also went down, 
with the exception of Ballard 
County. Fulton County still has 
the highest jobless rate in the 
Purchase District, with the next 
highest being Ballard County 
with 8.7 percent unemployment. 
Carlisle County was reported to 
have the lowest unemployment 
in the district with 6.4 percent. 

The data for this study only 
counted 2,303 people to make 
up the workforce in Fulton 
County, while the total county 
population was estimated at 
6.525 by the U.S. Census Bureau 
for 2012.

Unemployment statistics 
are based on estimates and are 
compiled to measure trends 
rather than actually to count 
people working. Civilian 
labor force statistics include 
non-military workers and 
unemployed Kentuckians who 
are actively seeking work. They 
do not include unemployed 
Kentuckians who have not 
looked for employment within 
the past four weeks. The 
statistics in this news release are 
not seasonally adjusted because 
of the small sample size for each 
county. The data should only be 
compared to the same month in 
previous years. 

More information about 
the Kentucky labor market is 
available at www.kylmi.ky.gov.

After falling to the Hickman 
County Jr. Falcons twice dur¬ 
ing regular season play, coach 
James Bridges was hoping his 
team could pull the upset in the 
first round of the First District 
Middle School Tournament. 

Coming into the tournament 
facing the No.l seed, the Pilots 
battled strong, but fell on the 
home floor of the Falcons 46- 
39. 

Hickman County led the en¬ 
tire game, jumping out to a 16-7 
first quarter advantage, stretch¬ 
ing that lead to 20-7 early in the 
second period.

This was as close as Fulton 
County would come to taking 
the opening round game, as 
Hickman County’s Jordan Nara¬ 
njo paced the offensive output 
for his team in the second half. 

The Jr. Pilots were led by Dre 
Smith, who scored 18 points, 
followed by D.J. Virgin’s dou¬ 
ble digit effort of 10 points. 

Nataven Bransford scored 7 
points and Caleb Kimble 4. 

Naranjo led all scorers in 
the game with 23 for Hickman 
County. 

The Pilots ended their season 
with a (3-7) record.
